ADVANTAGE IS 
TAKEN WHILE 
PARLEYS FAIL 


London (JP)—Lord 
Alexander, 


Britain's defense minister, said to- 
day Communist forces in North 
Korea have been almost doubled 
since the cease fire talks began 
last July. 


He said the Communist forces 


now are not far short of one mil- 
lion men compared with just over 
500,000 last July. He added that 
the reinforcements were 
mostly 


Chinese.

"The Communist forces 
have 


taken full advantage of the lull 
in the fighting * to reinforce, re- 
organize and re-equip their arm- 
ies," he. told thesHouse of Lords. 


Panmonjom, Korea. (JP) 
— The 


United Nations truce delegation 
today for the first time gave the 
Communists a list of - questions 
used in screening captured Reds 
on whether they would return to 
Communist territory. 


The Allies say that only 70,000 


of 169,000 captured soldiers and 
civilian internees have said they 
would return willingly. 
, The official list of questions: 


1. "Would you like to.return to 


China, North Korea?" If the an- 
swer was yes, the prisoner was 
listed for repatriation without fur- 
ther questioning. 


2. "Would you forcibly resist re-

These maps were 
studied to find the best location for 
the boys and girls during the 
1932-1953 school term. After the 
assignments were made, it was 
readily apparent that quite a num- 
ber of the students would be incon- 
venienced during the year the 
building is in progress. 


"Beginning in the Conewango | 


section, as many pupils were sent I 
to the Home Street School building 
as was thought wise. 
It is the 


desire of the School Board and 
the administration that no more 
than thirty pupils be in any ele- 
mentary classroom. 
This ia the 


standard suggested by the state. 
For tliis coming school term, that 
number was moved to thirty-five 
for the Home Street School class- 
rooms. 


"In the preliminary planning, a 


combination first and second grade 
vra# placed at Home Street School.

RED 'SQUEEZE' 
TIGHTENED BY 
ORDERSTODAY 


Berlin (JP)—Communist Bast 


Germany tightened its squeeze on 
blockade-threatened Berlin another 
notcli today. Orders went out to 
Red police to shoot to kill anyone 
caught without a proper pass in 
the Iron Curtain's new three-mile 
no man's land along the West Ger- 
man border. 


The shooting order was the lat- 


est in a series of revenge moves 
against the Bonn government's al- 
liance with the West. It all but 
sealed off the city which trembled 
in fear of a resumption of the 
1948-49 siege. 


The Russians continued their ban 


on Allied military patrols traveling 
the 110-mile Berlm-Helmstedt Au- 
tobahn, sole highway link be- 
tween the isolated city and the 
west. 


Regular civilian traffic continued 


to flow normally, but a new form- 
ula for transit visas adopted by 
the Reds yesterday could choke off 
traftic between West Berlin and 
the Bonn Republic at any time. 


The Russians also let a jeep- 


escorted three-truck U. S. Army 
convoy use the highway and an 
American officer said: "Apparently 
they don't mind through travel 
but for sonic reason object to our 
patrols gotng up and down "their* 
road." 


In Paris the Big Three West- 


cm powers said they would regard 
aggression against Berlin as a 
throat to their own security. 


The new visa formula tears up 


an agreement between the West- 
ern Powers and Russia which had 
allowed West Berlin and West Ger- 
man authorities to issue inter- 
zonal passes for transit travel 
through the Russian zone in cither 
direction. 


The move had the following sig- 


nificance: 


(1) Every truck driver, railroad 


employe or canal barge operator 
traveling through the area is at 
East Germany's mercy. 


(2) The 2,200,000 West Berlln- 


ers can be virtually cut off from 
travel into or through the sur- 
rounding Soviet zone.

on Memorial Day when the holiday falls on a week- 
end than in the middle of the week, Col. C. M. Wil- 
helm, State Police Commissioner, warns. 


Calling attention to the forthcoming weekend 


Memorial Day holiday, he urges motorists to drive 
as carefully in the May 30-June 1 weekend as they 
would if taking a test for a driver's license. 


The last Memorial Day weekend holiday was in 


1949 and in that year there were 19 traffic fatalities 
in the holiday period against 11 in the weekend 
preceding Memorial Day in 1950, and the same num- 
ber in the pre-Memorial Day weekend last year. 


"Memorial Day this year comes on Friday," Wil- 


helm says, "and the long weekend will tempt extra 
thousands of motorists to take to the roads. Statis- 
tics show that many drivers fail the test of safe driv- 
ing over holiday weekends. Failure in this test may 
mean loss of life." 


The Commissioner also cautions motorists not 


to attempt to crowd too many miles into too few 
hours. He urges them to be alert at all times and 
"to stop for a rest or a nap if they found themselves 
becoming roadweary or traffic-tired." 


"Being in a hurry is responsible for many fatal 


accidents," he adds. "Posted speed limits indicate 
the maximum safe speeds under ideal conditions. 
Heavy traffic or bad weather may reduce the margin 
of safety."

Lewis Mystery Is Absence 
Of Coal Contract Demand:

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—One of the big mysteries In the current 


muddled labor situation is why John L. Lewis hasn't made known 


his demands for a new United Mine Workers' contract with the coal 
operators. They are actually overdue. 


The contract under which the coal miners are now working expired 


March 31. Since Feb. 1, therefore, the door has been open for the TJMW 
boss to give 60-day notice of a desire to terminate the present contract 
and negotiate a new one. 


Speculation in labor circles is that Mr. Lewis might be waiting for 


a settlement of the steel wage case, the Supreme Court decision on the 
steel industry seizure, or the passage of his federal mine safety bill 
before reopening his contract. 


The coal operators have another version. They know that the mine 


workers' chief knows coal stocks above ground are at record highs and 
that the coal business is now worse than at any time since 1939. Under 
such conditions the operators might welcome a strike and are in no 
position to grant a wage increase. 


The present coal contract gave the miners a 20-cents-an-hour raise 


to a $16.35 daily average. Before that, there was a nine-month inter- 
mittent strike ending in March 1950. T '„

Dr. Haines spoke of his own

What is your name?, Dhere do 
you live?, and How old are you?. 


Simple as these questions are,

er meaning. The first,- he pointed 
out, shouldn't make any 
differ- 


ence in our democracy as it would 
in an old aristocracy. Your name 
is what you can make it, and re- 
mains good or bad regardless of 
its nationality, according to how 
"you live. 


The second question, he explain- 


ed in terms of what are your real 
interests—what makes life worth 
living for you. He pointed out that 
education can be continued wheth- 
er or not college is attended, and 
stated that all can live where and 
how they will. 


The third question relates di- 


rectly not to chronological age but 
to how mature and grown-up you 
are, how you manage yourselves, 
your jobs, and your relations with 
others. Hi told class members to 
be mature and to never be satis- 
fied that they would be too grown- 
up.

the Highway Department of Penn-

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Signing of Peace Treaty With Germany 
is Latest Scene in Great Modern Drama 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Washington (&)— What 
hap- 


pened in German Monday—U. fa., 
Britain, and France signing a 
peace treaty with Germany—is the 
latest scene in a great 
modern 


drama. 
This treaty is part of a desire 


of the West to build such strength 
that the Soviet commissars would 
be forced into peace by fear of 
what faced them if they tried war. 


In the Eastern zone of Germany, 


occupied by Russia, about 18 mil- 
lion Germans live imder the Com- 
munist thumb. The three Western 
zones—occupied by the U. S., Brit- 
ain and France—have 50 million 
Germans. And that Western area 
of Germany is the greatest indus- 
trial center in Europe. 


When it became clear Russia 


wouldn't let divided Germany re- 
Unite except under Russian terms, 
the West let the Germans in their 
zones form the Western German 
Republic. 


It is with that republic—not Rus- 


sian-dominated 
Eastern Germany 


—that the peace treaty was signed 
today. It is not a complete treaty. 
The West didn't agree to relin- 
quish all control. 


For instance, it reserved the 


right to interevene if the Western 
G«rman Republic was threatened 
with overthrow by internal revolt. 
In other words if the Communists 
tried revolution, the West could 
step in. 


But the peace treaty itself is 


only preliminary to another scene 
wMch will be acted out tomorrow: 
letting Germany rearm and put 
troops in an International army. 


When Russia had became too 


menacing, the 
West made 
the 


North Atlantic Pact, a military 
alliance among the nations ring- 
ing the ocean. But this alliance 
without arms was not much of an 
alliance. 


And such an alliance 
without 


Germany, with its great resources 
and manpower, particularly if Ger- 
many^ were left loose to tie up 
with ^Russia someday, might be 
worse than no alliance at all. 


So it was decided to take two 


steps almost simultaneously: (1) 
sign a peace treaty and (2) let 
Germany rearm a bit and get into 
the Western military alliance.

diamonds in addition to his strong 
clubs he would have taken some 
action during the bidding. Kence 
ilr. Harmon could expect no more 
tlian one diamond trick. 


It followed therefore that the 


defenders needed two spade tncks 
to defeat the contract. These could 
be won only if South had three 
small spades—and only if 
East 


returned his lowest spade iinrae- 
\diately. 


After coming to this conclusion 


Mr. Harmon returned the four of 
spades. 
West played the queen 


and dummy won with the king. 
South got to his hand by ruffing a 
club and drew'trumps. 


He next tried to develop a dia- 


mond trick, but West stepped up 
to lead his remaining spade. Now 
Mr. Harmon could take the ace 
and ten of spades, defeating the 
contract. 


Hal Boyle's Comment

New York (-S»)—It is hard to be 


hopeful about the future of Eu- 
rope's venturesome six - nation 
army. 


The diplomats hail this as a 


great striped-pants victory, but it 
is not in the bag as yet, and it 
remains to be seen whether the 
all-European army ever will march 
up & hill and down. 


Even after the diplomats okay 


the creation of this strange hydra- 
headed military creature the par- 
liaments back home have to vote 


the men and money to make it a 
reality. Until they do so this ef- 
fort to restore stability in Europe 
must be catalogued only in 
the 


realm of verbal good will. 


There are some basic facts that 


make it doubtful it will ever be a 
successful army. 


Gen. 
Eisenhower has thrown the 


tremendous weight of his personal- 
ity behind the project after 'first 
deciding it wouldn't work. 


Most Americans can't even name 


the six nations who will contribute 
men to this 1 imllion-man force. 


They are France, West Germany, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Belgium and 
The Netherlands. 
' 


Significantly, the 
French 
are 


scared to death of the West Ger- 
mans, who are supposed to con- 
tribute 400,000 men, and the West 
Germans are reluctant as the devil 
to be committed to this effort be- 
cause they really want to see-saw 
between the United States and 
Russia until they can again unite 
all Germans under one flag and 
one government. 


For political reasons at home no 


major statesmen in either Britain 
or the United States has come out 
boldly in favor of making British 
and American troops constituent 


parts of the European army. 


But, looking- at the cold facts of 


history, it is hard to see how a 
real Epropean army can be welded 
without making both British Em- 
pire and American troops an In- 
tegral part of that army. 


They are in it, of course, as 


separate entities, by virtue of their 
membership in NATO, the" North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


But this half-partnership by two 


world powers, Britain and Amer- 
ica, makes the smaller six nations 
of Europe feel a bit like catspaws 
before the vast power of Soviet 
Russia.

Permits During April 


According to figures from the 
, 


Department of Labor and Indus- | 
try in Hamsburg, building per- 
mits issued in Pennsylvania during 
April took a. sharp nse over 
March, but estimated costs fell off 
2.4 per cent. 


Total permits issued for resi- 


dence construction amounted to 
^,740 at an estimated cost of 
over 27 million dollars. The total 
is higher than in 1951. Xon-resi- 
dential construction permits to- 
taled 854, u-ith an absence of ma- 
jor non-residential projects ac- 
counting for a decrease in dollar 
volume. 


The report lists 12 permits is- 


sued in Warren during the month 
of April, u-ith a total estimated 
cost of $48,600. Six of these were 
for new residential construction, 
totaling 545,000. 
Four were fot 


new non-residential buildings with 
an estimated cost of 51,700, and 
two were for alterations and re- 
pairs to non-reaidential buildings 
with an estimated cost of 51,900.
